Cox  files  as 
write-in 
candidate 

School  Board  mem¬ 
ber  Floyd  Burton  is  no 
longer  running  unop¬ 
posed  in  the  upcoming 
election— Rhonda  Cox, 
of  Columbia,  has  filed 
to  be  a  write-in  candi¬ 
date  for  District  4. 

Cox  said  various 
people  throughout  the 
community  encour¬ 
aged  her  to  run  for  the 
District  4  school  board 
seat.  Ultimately,  she 
decided  to  run  because 
she  is  concerned  about 
the  students  in  Adair

Crowd  attends  school  board  meeting 
to  discuss  travel  costs,  ag  program 


Educators,  athletic  coaches  and 
booster  club  parents  are  all  concerned 
about  the  future  of  extracurricular  activ¬ 
ities  in  the  Adair  County  school  district. 

At  the  regular  school  board  meeting 
last  week,  Sheila  Willis,  track  coach  at 
ACHS,  said  there  is  speculation  that 
travel  costs  could  increase  as  much  as  $3 
a  mile. 


Willis,  whose  team  doesn’t  have  any 
track  meets  locally  because  they  do  not 
have  the  facilities,  was  concerned  about 
the  future  of  the  track  program.  She  said 
the  track  team  is  only  allotted  $1,000  to 
cover  travel  costs  when  one  meet  could 
range  more  than  $800. 

“It  will  wipe  out  my  team,”  Willis  said. 
“I  just  don’t  want  to  lose  our  team.” 


Raising  transportation  costs  on  ex¬ 
tracurricular  groups  hasn’t  been  an  issue 
so  far  this  year.  Superintendent  Alan 
Reed  said.  They  don’t  have  any  plans  to 
change  the  cost  at  this  point,  he  contin¬ 
ued. 

The  cost  per  mile  is  the  same  as  last 
year  at  $1.75,  plus  a  $12.40  an  hour  fee

Turner  possibly  liues  out  of  district 

Officials  uncertain  of  school  district  boundaries 


Homeowner  pulls  gun 
after  home  invasion 


School  board  member  Rebecca 
Turner,  who  was  elected  in  2010, 
moved  last  January  and  appears  to 
be  living  outside  the  boundaries  of 
the  district  for  which  she  was 
elected. 

Turner  was  elected  as  a  represen¬ 
tative  of  District  1  when  she  was  liv¬ 
ing  on  Breeding  Loop.  Turner  now 
lives  in  Bridgeport  Circle,  which  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  in  District  2. 


The  Community  Voice  went  to 
Turner’s  residence  on  Tuesday  at 
Bridgeport  Circle  and  Turner  said 
she  isn’t  sure  if  she  has  moved  out 
of  her  district.  She  assumed  some¬ 
one  would  tell  her  if  she  had,  she 
told  the  Voice. 

When  contacted.  Superintendent 
Alan  Reed  said  he  had  not  been  of¬ 
ficially  informed  on  whether  or  not 
she  had  moved  out  of  District  1. 


“We’ve  heard  the  rumors,”  Reed 
said.  “But  today  was  the  first  confir¬ 
mation  that  there  might  be  some¬ 
thing  to  it.” 

Turner  said  she  informed  former 
Superintendent  Darrell  Treece  of 
the  address  change  earlier  this  year 
and  has  been  receiving  her  school 
board  packets  every  month  at  her

Medicine  Take  Back  Program  is  Saturday 


Local  emergency  services  are  con¬ 
ducting  a  Medication  Take  Back  Pro¬ 
gram  on  Saturday. 

The  Adair  County  Ambulance 
Service,  coroner’s  office,  judge’s  of¬ 
fice,  Solid  Waste  Management, 
Adair  County  Regional  Jail,  sheriff  s 
department,  city  police  and 
A.C.T.LO.N  Generation  will  be  set 
up  in  the  parking  lot  of  Taco  Bell 
from  10  a.m.  to  2  p.m.  on 
Jamestown  Street. 

The  Kentucky  State  Police  will  also 


be  set  up  at  Post  15  for  anyone  who 
wishes  to  drop  off  any  medications. 

Participants  may  dispose  of  med¬ 
ication  in  its  original  container  or  by 
removing  the  medication  from  its 
container  and  disposing  of  it  directly 
into  the  disposal  box  that  will  be  lo¬ 
cated  at  the  drop  off  site. 

•  All  solid  dosage  pharmaceutical 
products  and  liquids  in  consumer 
containers  may  be  accepted.  Liquid 
products,  such  as  cough  syrup, 
should  remain  sealed  in  their  origi¬ 


nal  container.  The  depositor  should 
ensure  that  the  cap  is  tightly  sealed 
to  prevent  leakage. 

•  Intra-venous  solutions,  in- 
jectibles,  and  syringes  will  not  be  ac¬ 
cepted  due  to  potential  hazard  posed 
by  blood-borne  pathogens. 

•  Illicit  substances  such  as  mari¬ 
juana  or  methamphetamine  are  not 
a  part  of  this  initiative  and  should 
not  be  placed  in  collection  contain¬ 
ers.

for  the  bus  driver. 

Parents  and  booster  club 
members  such  as  Breanna 
Bolin  are  wondering  exactly 
how  the  fees  are  determined 
and  where  the  money  goes. 

Bolin  presented  figures  to 
the  board  regarding  differ¬ 
ent  per  mile  rates  from  sur¬ 
rounding  counties.  Figures 
ranged  from  no  transporta¬ 
tion  costs  to  more  than  $3. 

Transportation  Director 
David  Jones  said  it  varies 
across  the  state  and  each 
school  district’s  budget  is 
different. 

One  parent  was  con¬ 
cerned  regarding  the 
process  the  district  goes 
through  to  obtain  fuel  and 
whether  or  not  the  district 
has  a  contract  with  one  spe¬ 
cific  provider. 

Jones  said  they  do  not 
contract  out  fuel  because  it 
is  cheaper  to  buy  fuel  by 
bidding  every  load. 

ACHS  baseball  coach 
Ryan  McQueary  said  for 
one  season  of  baseball  his 
total  transportation  fees  to¬ 
taled  $7,200.  Out  of  that, 
$2,600  was  paid  for  out  of 
the  budget  and  the  rest  fell 
on  the  booster  club. 

ACHS  cheerleading  coach 


Julie  McQueary  said  the 
cheerleaders  do  not  cheer  at 
away  games  because  of 
transportation  costs.  Mc¬ 
Queary  said  if  they  decide  to 
go  to  an  away  game,  the 
money  has  to  be  raised,  do¬ 
nated  or  in  one  instance 
each  cheerleader  paid  $5 
when  the  got  onto  the 
school  bus  to  pay  for  the 
transportation  costs. 

Jones  said  the  board  bud¬ 
geted  $44,000  for  trans¬ 
portation  costs  this  school 
year. 

Many  parents  and  educa¬ 
tors  present  at  the  meeting 
also  inquired  about  having 
waivers  for  students  whose 
parents  choose  to  drive 
them  separately  to  games, 
competitions  or  other  ex¬ 
tracurricular  activities. 

Jones  said  the  Kentucky 
Department  of  Education 
has  told  him  the  district 
could  do  the  waivers,  but 
they  wouldn’t  recommend  it 
because  of  insurance  issues. 

“The  KDE  said  ‘We  will 
have  to  testify  that  we  told 
you  the  waiver  wasn’t  worth 
the  paper  it  was  written 
on,”’  Jones  said. 

Buses  are  a  lot  safer,  he 
continued. 

“Our  kids  deserve  to  ride 
in  the  safest  form  of  trans¬ 
portation  we  can  provide,” 


Jones  said. 

While  Reed  said  at  this 
point  the  district  doesn’t 
plan  to  raise  fees,  those  who 
attended  the  meeting  asked 
for  ways  to  prevent  the  in¬ 
crease  in  costs  for  the  future 
and  ways  to  help  their  cur¬ 
rent  situation. 

“What  people  are  asking 
is  ‘Let’s  look  at  options  to 
find  a  way  to  help,”  said 
ACHS  football  coach  and 
assistant  principal  Travis 
Gay. 

“We  got  our  work  cut  out 
for  us,”  said  board  member 
Joseph  Payne.  “As  soon  as 
you  find  out  something  is 
wrong,  bring  it  up  to  us.  It 
helps  us.  Any  issue  like  this, 
let’s  get  on  it  right  away.” 

ADAIR  AG  ALLIANCE 

Members  of  the  ag  com¬ 
munity  addressed  the  board 
and  Adair  Ag  Alliance 
Chairman  Greg  Corbin  said 
the  group  would  pay  the 
salary  for  a  third  ag  teach¬ 
ing  position  for  the  rest  of 
the  year. 

Board  members  told 
Corbin  the  responsibility 
lies  on  the  high  school 
SBDM  council. 

“It’s  illegal  for  the  board 
to  do  anything,”  said  board 
member  Marsha  Walker. 
“They  said  you  do  not  mess 


with  site  based.  If  you  try 
you  are  gone.” 

Walker  said  all  the  board 
does  is  give  the  SBDM 
councils  an  allocated  num¬ 
ber  of  funds  to  pay  for 
teaching  salaries,  which  is  a 
set  number  of  students  per 
teacher  ratio. 

“It’s  based  on  a  formula,” 
Walker  said. 

Reed  said  there  is  a 
process  the  alliance  has  to 
go  through  before  the 
school  district  can  even 
apply  for  the  grant.  The 
group  would  have  establish 
to  itself  as  a  charitable  or¬ 
ganization  and  write  the 
stipulations  for  the  funds 
they  wish  to  donate  in  the 
form  of  a  grant. 

Reed  said  the  board  turns 
down  grants  regularly  be¬ 
cause  a  grant’s  restrictions 
and  it  is  ultimately  up  to  the 
SBDM  council  whether  or 
not  they  want  to  apply  for 
the  grant. 

Throughout  budget  cuts 
over  the  past  three  to  four 
years,  30  teaching  positions 
have  been  cut  including  13 
at  Adair  County  High 
School,  Reed  said. 

“I  wish  everyone  would 
fight  for  the  programs  the 
way  you  have,”  Reed  said. 

Sammy  Baker,  former  ag 
teacher,  voiced  his  concern 


regarding  the  future  of  the 
program  and  the  current 
state  of  the  ag  building. 

“I  hate  to  see  it  kicked 
aside,”  Baker  said.  “It  builds 
their  self-esteem  and  they 
become  winners.” 

Baker  said  one  of  the 
problems  regarding  the  ag 
department  was  the  dam¬ 
ages  that  occurred  to  the  ag 
building. 

“That  went  on  for  years 
and  no  one  took  responsi¬ 
bility,”  Baker  said. 

SUPERINTENDENT’S 

REPORT 

Reed  has  been  doing 
walk-throughs  of  the  school 
district  to  get  acquainted 
with  issues  throughout  the 
campus.  He  said  everyone 
has  been  working  on  a 
“campus  beautification” 
mission  in  order  to  make 
improvements  throughout 
the  district. 

“We’re  out  catching  peo¬ 
ple  doing  good  things,” 
Reed  said. 

The  school  district  is  fac¬ 
ing  the  possibility  of  a  large 
budget  cut  come  January, 
as  federal  funding  could  de¬ 
crease  anywhere  from  eight 
to  ten  percent. 

“My  biggest  concern  is  the 
budget,”  Reed  said.  “It’s  a 
very  scary  situation.” 


Reed  said  the  district 
would  find  out  in  January 
exactly  how  much  the 
budget  cuts  would  affect  the 
district. 

“You  know  where  those 
cuts  are  going  to  be,”  Reed 
said.  “It’s  going  to  be  peo¬ 
ple.” 

Also,  while  30  teaching 
positions  have  been  elimi¬ 
nated  throughout  the  dis¬ 
trict,  there  have  been  no 
raises  for  teachers  in  the 
past  six  years. 

Reed  gave  a  report  on  the 
current  state  of  construc¬ 
tion  on  the  new  elementary 
school. 

Construction  has  been  de¬ 
layed  some  because  of 
weather.

Our  school  system  is  an  integral  part  of 
bringing  much  needed  industry  to  our  small 
community.  Education  is  the  one  thing  that  no 
matter  what  side  of  tracks  you  come  from,  so  to 
speak,  is  promised  to  every  child.  But  I  would 
be  lying  if  I  said  that  our  children  are  receiving 
the  best  education  possible.  Our  test  scores 
indicate  otherwise!  Due  to  ongoing  budget 
cuts,  I  fear  that  our  schools  are  only  going  to 
decline  further  if  we  do  not  sincerely  place  the 
emphasis  on  giving  the  students  what  they  need 
to  learn  and  giving  the  teachers  what  they  need 
to  teach. 

As  I  have  been  visiting  throughout  the 
county,  I  have  heard  many  concerns.  There 
are  many  but  the  ones  that  continue  to 
surface  are  our  test  scores,  school  taxes,  our 
agricultural  program,  and  the  fees  each 
extracurricular  activity  incurs  from  the 
school  board  each  year. 

I  am  a  straight  forward  and  honest  man,  so  I 
will  admit  that  I  do  not  have  an  exact  answer 


on  how  to  correct  our  low  test  scores.  I  do 
know,  however,  where  there  is  a  will,  there  is  a 
way.  We  have  all  heard  that  there  is  plenty  of 
blame  to  go  around.  This  is  true,  but  in  my  line 
of  work,  someone  has  to  be  held  accountable. 

If  you  see  smoke  and  don’t  deal  with  it 
immediately,  it  will  turn  into  a  fire.  This  much 
is  fact! 

As  a  responsible  adult,  I  do  not  believe 
throwing  new  money  at  an  old  problem  is  the 
solution  to  the  situation  we  are  facing  in  our 
school  district  or  any  situation  for  that  matter. 

In  my  sixteen  years  of  business  I  have  learned  a 
few  things.  The  first  thing  you  do  when  your 
payables  are  higher  than  your  receivables  is 
you  revamp  your  budget. 

If  that  doesn’t  work  then  you  go  through  your 
budget  again  and  cut  out  any  excess  remaining. 
After  you  have  exhausted  every  hidden  cost 
and  if  a  short  fall  remains  that  will  directly 
impact  our  children,  then,  not  only  as  a 
concerned  parent,  but  also  as  an  elected  official 
you  hold  a  public  meeting  to  plead  your  case. 
You  do  not  however,  add  a  tax  that  directly 
affects  the  food  on  the  table  of  these  same 
children  without  a  meeting  with  the  individuals 
that  have  elected  you. 

Adair  County’s  largest  industry  without  a 
doubt  is  agriculture.  It  brings  more  dollars 
into  this  community  than  all  other  entities 
combined.  Many  of  our  community  leaders, 
past  and  present,  are  in  one  way  or  another 
connected  to  agriculture.  From  doctors,  to 
bankers,  and  business  owners  to  teachers, 
the  agriculture  department  at  our  high 
school  has  helped  to  shape  all  our  lives  in 
one  way  or  another.  As  with  any  class,  it  can 
be  taken  advantage  of  in  a  positive  or 
negative  way,  but  the  reality  is,  if  we,  as 
citizens  allow  even  one  of  these  classes  to  be 
dissolved,  it  opens  the  door  to  abolishing  the 
entire  program. 

There  are  many  family  farm  operations 
that  depend  on  the  next  generation  to  learn 
new  skills  to  keep  up  with  an  ever  changing 
industry.  In  this  day  and  time,  one  cannot 
afford  to  fall  behind  the  competition  or  in 
laymen’s  terms,  you  simply  cannot  get  ahead 
if  you  are  constantly  playing  catch  up.  I  am 
committed  to  not  only  maintaining  our 
current  program,  but  to  helping  any  child, 
male  or  female,  to  excel  in  a  program  that 
gives  back  to  our  community  far  more  than 
it  takes.  These  students  are  the  future 
farmers  of  America! 


There  has  also  been  a  lot  of  talk  about  the 
rates  that  each  extracurricular  activity  incurs 
for  the  use  of  busses  and  drivers  pay.  Small 
groups  which  use  smaller  busses  than  the  larger 
ones  are  charged  the  same  rate.  $2.40  of  each 
hour  a  driver  is  paid  goes  for  benefits.  There 
are  lots  of  qualified  individuals  who  currently 
are  unemployed  that  would  love  to  make  the 
regular  rate  of  $10  per  hour  or  maybe  even  less 
and  our  programs  would  not  have  to  pick  up 
the  tab  on  the  extra  benefits.  Each  activity  is 
currently  paying  $1.75  per  mile  round  trip  for 
the  use  of  the  busses  or  $3.50  a  loaded  mile  as 
it  is  referred  to  as  in  the  trucking  industry. 

As  an  owner  of  a  fleet  of  trucks  this  is 
something  that  I  can  relate  to.  With  trucks  that 
get  3  mpg  less  and  have  12  more  tires  than 
busses,  the  going  rate  in  today’s  economy  is 
$2.50  a  loaded  mile  which  includes  the  drivers 
pay.  A  200  mile  round  trip  with  no  waiting 
time  for  the  driver  currently  costs  each  program 
around  $400.  That  same  trip  in  a  semi  would 
cost  around  $250.  That  is  a  price  rate  difference 
of  $150. 

How  can  we  stand  by  and  allow  this  to  happen 
any  longer?  Some  school  districts  pick  up  the 
entire  tab  while  others,  including  our  own,  pay 
a  percentage  of  the  total  cost.  Our  students 
practice  for  hours  upon  hours  and  our  board 
still  deems  it  necessary  for  them  to  stand  in  the 
middle  of  the  street  on  their  time  off  and  beg 
for  a  donation,  partially,  to  pay  for  bus  fare. 
Some  of  the  smaller  programs  have  to  charge 
the  kids  to  go  on  a  school  function  to  pay  for 
the  fuel  and  the  driver. 


I  am  very  proud  to  live  in  Adair  County.  A 
place  where  Sarah  and  I  can  raise  our  family, 
while  being  sheltered  from  the  hustle  and 
bustle  that  comes  with  big  city  life,  but  I  do  not 
feel  that  any  child  should  be  denied  the 
opportunity  of  a  first  rate  education.  I  very 
humbly  ask  for  your  support  in  the  upcoming 
election  and  in  return  I  will  work  diligently  to 
ensure  that  the  future  of  our  children  is  not 
compromised.

Keep  the  door  open 


I  have  been  covering  public 
education  in  Adair  County  for 
nearly  three  years. 

I  attend  the  school  board 
meetings  regularly.  Usually  the 
meetings  do  not  last  any  more 
than  an  hour.  However,  when  I 
walked  out  of  the  central  office 
at  9:30  p.m.  last  Thursday,  I 
couldn’t  have  been  happier  to 
sit  through  a  two  and  a  half 
hour  school  board  meeting. 

The  boardroom  was  full  of 
educators,  parents  and  stu¬ 
dents.  People  were  standing 
outside  of  the  doorways  be¬ 
cause  there  wasn’t  enough 
room  for  everyone  to  sit  dovm. 

Considering  events  that  have 
occurred  over  the  past  two 
months,  it  appears  as  if  the  re¬ 
lationship  between  the  public 
school  system  and  the  commu¬ 
nity  is  changing.  I  cannot  pre¬ 
dict  if  the  recent  changes  will 
continue,  but  I  am  optimistic 
about  the  community’s  recent 
involvement. 

Not  only  have  members  of  the 
ag  community  voiced  their  con¬ 
cerns,  but  educators  are  also 
voicing  their  concerns  about  the 
large  fees  extracurricular  activ¬ 
ity  groups  incur  when  they 
travel. 

In  the  past  three  years,  I  have 
never  seen  that  many  educators 


show  up  to  a  school  board 
meeting  to  voice  their  concerns. 
It  makes  me  optimistic  about 
the  future  of  the  school  district 
and  I  hope  it  continues. 

One  of  the  goals  of  a  rural 
media  outlet  is  to  hope  for  a 
positive  environment  where 
public  schools  officials  and  ed¬ 
ucators  are  comfortable  speak¬ 
ing  to  reporters  or  voicing  their 
concerns  without  the  fear  of  ret¬ 
ribution. 

I  believe  the  recent  involve¬ 
ment  of  the  ag  community  has 
played  an  important  role  in 
breaking  down  the  walls  be¬ 
tween  the  community  and  the 
local  school  district.  The  door 
has  been  opened;  now  it’s  up  to 
the  community  and  school  dis¬ 
trict  administration  to  keep  it 
open. 

Unfortunately,  the  school  dis¬ 
trict  will  have  a  large  obstacle  to 
face  at  the  beginning  of  the  new 
year.  The  school  district  is  fac¬ 
ing  an  uncertain  future  where 
the  budget  is  concerned.  The 
federal  contribution  to  the  local 
school  district  is  expected  to  be 
reduced  by  eight  to  ten  percent 
in  January. 

All  eyes  will  be  on  the  new  ad¬ 
ministration  as  the  district 
deals  with  low  test  scores  and 
large  budget  cuts.  The  big  ques-

tion  the  school  district  is  cur¬ 
rently  faced  with  is  how  to  im¬ 
prove  test  scores  and  prepare 
students  for  “Grade  13”  while 
the  budget  gets  smaller  and 
smaller. 

A  recent  study  performed  by 
The  Bluegrass  Institute  stated 
that  school  districts  across  the 
state,  such  as  LaRue  County, 
have  been  performing  success¬ 
fully  despite  poverty  levels  and 
small  budgets.  The  study  said 
the  successful  schools  have 
worked  hard  to  make  use  of  the 
resources  they  already  have. 

Over  the  next  couple  of 
months,  it  is  important  that  the 
community  continue  its  in¬ 
volvement  in  the  school  district 
and  it  is  important  for  adminis¬ 
tration  to  continue  to  listen  to 
their  concerns.

Everyone  in  agriculture 
knows  of  someone  whose 
life  has  been  affected  by  a 
farm-related  injury  or 
death. 

The  statistics  are  sober¬ 
ing.  Even  more  tragic  is 
that  most  of  these  accidents 
could  have  been  prevented 
if  simple  safety  precautions 
had  been  followed.  That’s 
why  DTN/  The  Progressive 
Farmer  magazine  began  a 
national  crusade  for  farm 
safety  in  1995. 

At  the  heart  of  this  effort 
is  the  Progressive 


Agriculture  Safety  Day  pro¬ 
gram,  a  one-day  hands-on 
workshop  that  teaches  chil¬ 
dren  and  their  parents  to 
stay  safe  and  healthy  on  the 
farm,  ranch  or  at  home. 
Each  year.  Progressive 
Agriculture  Safety  Days 
reach  more  than  95,000 
children  and  adults  across 
the  country. 

What  is  a  Progressive 
Agriculture  Safety  Day? 

Progressive  Agriculture 
Safety  Days  are  as  fun  as 
they  are  educational.  These 
one-day  events  teach  chil¬ 
dren  safety  and  health  les¬ 
sons  that  can  keep  them 
and  those  around  them  safe 
and  healthy  on  a  farm,  on  a 
ranch  or  at  home. 

The  program  is  designed 
to  reach  8-  to  13-year-olds. 
However,  there  are  sepa¬ 
rate  materials  that  can  be 
used  to  reach  4-  to  7-year- 
olds.  After  completing  one 
Safety  Day,  coordinators 
are  encouraged  to  include 
adults  whenever  possible.

I 
imagined  sopping  up  my 
egg  with  Mom’s  homemade 
biscuits  when  I  saw  “Exit 
33:  Slade/ Beattyville.”  Dad 
took  the  exit  ramp  and 
pulled  into  the  service  sta¬ 
tion  at  7:58  a.m.  We  spot¬ 
ted  a  canary  yellow  four- 
door  pickup  truck  in  the 
parking  lot. 

“Sam  must  be  here!”  I 
announced,  unbuckling  my 
seat  belt.  Instead  of  Sam,  a 
pretty  girl  about  20  years 
old  appeared. 

“You  must  be  Woody,” 
the  girl  said. 


“Yes,  ma’am?”  I 
answered,  waiting  for  the 
rest  of  my  family.  “Where’s 
Sam?” 

“You’re  looking  at  her,” 
she  said  with  a  gorgeous 
smile.  “Sam  is  short  for 
Samantha.  And  since 
you’re  wondering.  I’m  as 
strong  as  any  man,”  she 
said,  winking  at  me.  “Hop 
in  your  car  and  follow  me.” 

“Hey,  gang,”  Sam  said  in 
a  chipper  voice  when  we 
arrived  at  our  destination. 
“Welcome  to  Red  River 
Gorge.  Most  of  the  gorge  is 
located  inside  Daniel 
Boone  National  Forest  and 
has  been  designated  a 
National  Natural 

Landmark.” 

“It’s  beautiful,  even 
though  we’re  in  the  middle 
of  nowhere,”  I  said,  trying 
to  decide  where  we  were. 

“The  gorge  can  be  split 
into  two  different  sec¬ 
tions,”  Sam  told  us,  trying 
to  help  us  get  our  bearings. 
“The  upper  section  starts  to 
the  north  of  the  town  of 
Campton  and  finishes  at 
the  county  line  of  Wolfe 
and  Menifee  counties.  The 
lower  section  begins  at  the 
Wolfe-Menifee  county  line 
and  goes  almost  to  Indian 
Creek  in  Powell  County. 
The  gorge  features  high 
sandstone  cliffs,  rock  shel¬ 
ters,  waterfalls  and  natural 
bridges.  One  of  the  world’s 
top  rock-climbing  destina¬ 
tions,  the  gorge  has  more 


than  100  natural  sandstone 
arches  -  more  than  any 
other  place  except  the 
Rocky  Mountains.” 

“We’ve  never  climbed 
rocks  before,”  Chloe 
informed  Sam. 

“We’re  not  going  to  be 
rock-climbing  today,  sweet¬ 
heart.  We’re  going  to  zip¬ 
line!” 

I  didn’t  know  what  zipper 
lining  was,  but  Mom’s  and 
Dad’s  eyes  became  very 
large. 

“Everyone  needs  to  wear 
these  harnesses,  helmets 
and  gloves  -  and  empty  all 
of  your  pockets.  Once 
you’re  ready  I’ll  explain 
everything,”  Sam  said. 

We  obeyed  Sam’s  orders. 
“Uh,  Miss  Sam,  my  equip¬ 


ment’s  broken,”  I  told  her. 
“There  aren’t  any  zippers 
on  here.” 

Sam  smiled,  shook  her 
head  and  explained. 

“A  zip  line  was  originally 
used  as  a  method  of  trans¬ 
portation  where  other 
methods  are  not  practical, 
but  today  it  is  also  used  for 
recreation.  Zip  lines  are 
created  by  stringing  a 
strong  cable  between  two 
points  -  in  this  case  trees  - 
and  attaching  a  pulley  to 
the  cable.  To  use  the  zip 
line,  we  will  attach  you  to 
the  pulley  and  launch  you 
across  to  the  other  side. 
Since  you’re  newbies,  we 
are  going  to  put  you  on  the 
line  that  is  only  330  feet 
across.  Once  we  launch 


you,  you’ll  pick  up  speed 
and  will  travel  around  50 
miles  an  hour  before  you 
stop.  Once  you  see  the 
other  tree,  start  tapping  the 
line  with  your  glove.  That’s 
your  brake  and  will  make 
you  stop,”  Sam  explained, 
as  if  she  was  telling  us  how 
to  ride  a  tricycle.  “Any 
questions?”  she  asked. 

“How  many  zip  lines  are 
in  Kentucky?”  Dad  asked. 

“Currently  there  are  at 
least  six  places  in  the  state 
to  zip,”  Sam  said,  “but  we’re 
adding  new  places  all  the 
time.” 

“How  is  this  exercise?” 
Chloe  asked. 

“It  strengthens  our  mus¬ 
cles  and  gets  the  adrenaline 
pumping,”  Sam  explained. 


“Besides,  we  don’t  want  to 
start  with  strenuous  activi¬ 
ties  since  you  aren’t  in 
shape.” 

I  had  a  more  important 
question. 

“Uh,  how  high  are  we?” 

“About  250  feet  over  the 
gorge,”  Sam  said  as  my 
tummy  did  somersaults.

Westlake  CEO  Dave  Ras¬ 
mussen  has  been  on  the  job 
for  30  days  and  has  already 
experienced  some  hills  and 
valleys.
